One of the experimenters in recent develop- 
ments in skin diving describes the contribu- 
tions to archaeology made by discovery and 
exploration of sunken ships and study of ob- 
jects retrieved from the sea floor. The work 
has been largely in the Mediterranean and the 
objects from ancient Greek and Roman pe- 
riods. The author writes with an enthusiasm 
that makes up in part for a lack of organiza- 
tion of some of his material. 


Smith, Lillian Eugenia. The 


World, $3.50. April 19. 


The story of the author’s journey through the 
South in search of a definition of her values 
and an ideal image of mankind. Motoring up 
highways or detouring the backroads, she 
found that the changing South took her down 
the old roads of her past. From ex-share- 
croppers and motel managers she learned that 
people can master almost any ordeal, because 
the resources of the human spirit are inex- 
haustible. Prophets of doom to the contrary, 
she predicts that our own age will be known 
as the age of the mastered ordeal. This book 
of matured wisdom strikes a positive note that 
is badly needed.

White, William S. The Taft story. Harper, 
$3.50. April 12. 

A reporter’s appraisal of Robert Taft based on 
his own eight-year acquaintance with Taft and 
the opinions of friends, colleagues and rival 
politicians. After describing the former Ohio 
Senator’s family and political heritage, the 
author traces his career in the Senate, his 
single-minded and intense loyalty to the Re- 
publican Party, and the Presidential campaigns 
of 1948 and 1952. He shows how Taft sur- 
mounted the disappointment of defeat to be- 
come the most powerful figure in the Senate 
and a formidable check and valued advisor to 
the new administration. An objective evalua- 
tion of both weaknesses and strengths and 
reasons for failures and successes.

Campbell, William Edward March. The 
bad seed, by William March [pseud.]. 
Rinehart, $3. April 8. 


To their fellow townsmen in the coastal South, 
Mrs. Christine Penmark and Rhoda, her eight- 
year-old daughter, looked like models of re- 
spectability. But while her husband was away 
in South America Christine discovered that 
her precocious child was a murderer. One of 
her victims was an old lady who had be- 
friended Rhoda, the other a boy who had 
outrun her for class honors. To guard her 
secret and protect society, Christine decided 
on suicide for herself and an overdose of 
sleeping pills for Rhoda. Ironically it was 
Christine who died and Rhoda who survived. 
By making the dilemma of an ordinary mother 
with a psychopathic child both interesting and 
plausible, the writer raises some important 
questions on heredity, training, and environ- 
ment. 


Gibbs-Smith, C. H. The Caroline affair. 
Viking, $2.75. March 15. 

Psychiatrist Paul Harvard has an agreement 
with the British Intelligence service whereby 
he devotes the bulk of his time to confidential 
work for them. An agent, Caroline Norton, 
develops obsessive fears as a result of her 
wartime experiences, and becomes one of 
Paul’s least cooperative patients; as soon as 
she is persuaded to identify the object of her 
terror, Paul and the police of three countries 
go to work on the solution of a mystery that 
involves sadistic paintings, dope smuggling, 
and a particularly gruesome murder. Paul 
tells the story; his narrative style is slightly 
stiff, but the plot, though melodramatic, has 
credibility. 


Godden, Jon. The city and the wave. Rine- 
hart, $3. March 25. 


His squalid childhood, the memory of his 
mother’s death at the birth of her ninth child, 
his outcast status as a man of mixed blood, 
and a supersensitive spirit were all factors 
that entered into Len Chase’s hysterical belief 
in the sinfulness of adding even one more 
soul to India’s millions. When Len learned 
that he himself was about to become a father, 
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his overwrought mind had to find a subter- 
fuge to help him dodge the situation; an as- 
trologer’s prediction of a tidal wave became 
for Len a certainty which would forestall the 
birth. When the baby arrived safely, it was 
as though a deluge swept through Len’s brain, 
flooding away his accumulated fears, and leav- 
ing him face to face with reality. A sympa- 
thetic exposure of the inner suffering of an 
insignificant individual.

When Jane 
succeeds in wresting the truth from Madame 
von Pfullingen, that old harridan’s confession 
also explains the strange antipathy which 
exists between the Prince of Wales and his 
father, George II. A skillful combination of 
romance, adventure, and history.

Curtiss, John Shelton. The Russian church 
and the Soviet state, 1917-1950. 1953. 387p. 
Little, $6. 


The author of Church and state in Russia, 
1900-1917 (1940, 442p. Columbia, $4. 40-14852) 
describes the history of the relationship be- 
tween the Russian Orthodox church and the 
Soviet government from the fall of the Tsar 
in 1917 through 1950. He traces the antago- 
nism between the church and the Bolshevik 
regime, government retaliatory restrictions 
and antireligious propaganda, wartime coop- 
eration and uneasy truce, and the govern- 
ment’s recent policy of toleration without en- 
couragement, together with a determination 
to raise a materialistically indoctrinated young 
generation. A well-documented, scholarly 
study of particular interest to the clergy and 


church study groups, yet simple enough in 
style to interest some general readers as well.

In his foreword the author states that this is 
to be neither an essay in comparative religion 
nor a philosophy of religion, but a study which 
combines the values of ‘both approaches, seek- 
ing to “give insight into the religious approach 
to life, whatever its forms and level, and to 
some extent discuss the total development and 
meaning or religion in the life of mankind.” 
The text, in four parts, discusses the meaning 
of the term “religion,’ observes its part in 
the social pattern, describes and evaluates 
the great classical patterns of salvation as 
conceived by the world’s great religions, and 
examines the answers which these religions 
have advanced with regard to man’s intel- 
lectual and moral problems.

An analysis of the opinions of 91 people in- 
terviewed by the National Opinion Research 
Center on contributing to charitable causes. 
The author of Philanthropic giving (BooKLIsT 
47:182, Ja 15 51) explores reactions to multi- 
ple versus single fund raising campaigns, gov- 
ernmental versus private welfare agencies, and 
to various individual agencies. He suggests 
the following tentative conclusions to be 
drawn from an admittedly limited study: That 
people respond to being asked; that imitation, 
self-protection, concrete instances of need, 
personal experience with trouble, and social 
consciousness are all strong motivating forces 
in giving; and that welfare agencies would do 
well to analyze and act upon constructive 
criticisms expressed. Of interest to all social 
welfare and fund raising agencies.

He credits Roosevelt 
and Truman with making the first important 
breaches in the wall of prejudice against 
Negroes in the armed forces, where they had 
long been considered fit only for labor bat- 
talions. He asserts that military non-segrega- 
tion will break down civilian segregation by 
the power of example and the return of dis- 
charged veterans.

The drug 
denied him access to the inner world of the 
mystic, but it so radically changed his view 
of the outer world that space and time lost 
importance. His heightened perception of 
commonplace objects gave him “a sacramental 
vision of reality.” The reader, while forced 
to admire the skill with which the writer 
communicates an elusive experience, will 
probably not agree that man needs a new 
and harmless drug to allow him an occasional 
escape from himself.

The first book on bursitis addressed to the 
general public, this emphasizes how little is 
actually known about this common ailment, 
and how widely medical opinions differ on its 
diagnosis and treatment. The author, a free- 
lance writer specializing in medical articles, 
reports on the uses of surgery, X-ray ther- 
apy, physical medicine, diathermy, local heat, 
massage, exercise, and high-frequency sound 
waves in the treatment of bursitis, according 
to the form of the disease and the doctor’s 
preference. He also discusses wonder drugs, 
diseases that ape bursitis, and the patient’s 
home care program.
